Yours of late Date received and by the tone of it, it is not encouraging to me. Make it that 
you do not intend to assist me you can if you will and I believe that I am worthy of your 
assistance. If you embarrassment be true and you when I ineem [sic] in what you stolen you 
certainly cannot consider me unworthy of your assistant as you stated that my services deserved 
more than ordinary consideration. You state that I was a faithful employee of this be true why 
not do same thing for me. Mr. H. Garrett give me evidence for integrity and as a efficient 
workman I never had any trouble while after Webb took charge and he proven not to be my 
friend. I was pushed to do two men work when he alum [sic] to go out side to walk which was 
the curse of my injury which prevents me from earning my living. I was obliged to work at night 
and after going home was obliged to care for my wife, she being ill for years losing my rest and 
over work brought on Typhoid fever which I did not recover from for one year. I was compelled 
to do work in the Cleaning Room between heats and the work was such that I was not able to do 
it on account of injury received. James Stewart would not allow me to do the work as I was not 
able to do it. I consider that I was badly treated by Webb preventing me to do work that I was 
incapacitated to do and for the expects of my illness I was obliged to lay true the night previous 
to my wife’s death I asked permission to go home as my wife was not expected to live. Which he 
refused me when I insisted on seeing you he then granted me permission to go. I would ask was 
this Christian treatment and to show you how I stood with my fellow workman. On the death of 
my wife they sent me 75 dollars they knowing my circumstances, but as much as I was in need 
of the money I could not accept it, but returned it to my friends. I had lost my purpose after 
coming to the Mint by being too kind hearted in enduring hate for firnims [sic]. I also had 3 
thousand dollar standing on my back which I could not collect after I gave up my business. I 
being short of funds I borrowed 115 dollars at an exorbitant rate of interest which I have paid 35 
and interest 60 dollar. I got in a hole and it was all I could get to gather to get and of it I still 
owed. When discharged when Mr. Webb were kindly trumped up against me upon my discharge. 
I also paid 5 hundred dollars will of my earnings in the Mint to liquidate my previous obligations 
which kept me paid with my increasing expenses on account of sicks. I have been badly treated 
by Webb. I sent you the letter per friends in the West to show you that I am still a man and I also 
in good standing with the officer of the home. 

I wanted to request the return of letter from friends, which you have received file as they 
may be of use to me in future and they being of no account to you as you do not intend to do any 
thing for me. My Friends are of the same opinion the time may come when you may want a 
friend. In prosperity we some times forget those that have befriended us but such is life we do 
not know what tomorrow may bring forth. My best wishes.
